In the month ef September, only ten patents 
were granted to all New England, while twenty 
were tranamitted to New York, six to Pennayl- 
vania, five to South Carolina, four te Maryland, 
one to Ohio, one to Louisiana, and two were 
granted to persons in Washington city—in all, 
forty-six. Four patents were sent abroad, and 
twenty caveats were entered. The fees of the 
office for these patents amounted to $4,412.
